Ltd announced this after- 
noon that a-full clectri- 


city supply had been 
restored as from noon 
today. 


A break-down {na boiler in 


the maln plant has caused 
power cuts to big. factories tn 
Kowloon and the New Ter- 


ritories in the last four days. 
It has also reduced the supply 
ta domestle users, 


The disruption has led to 
widespread protests by factory 
managers who claimed that pro- 
duction had been affected. 


Mr C. F. Wood, Manager of 
the power company explalned 
this morning that “the breal- 
cown Is the sort of. thing 


occasionally,” 


The seemingly long delay in 
repair, he pointed out, was due 
to the fact that “workers can- 
not go into the boiler for repair 
because of the heat which takes 
at least two to three days to 
cool down." * 

On the point of short notice 
of which textile mills comptain- 
ed, he sald the breakdown oc- 
curred about noon last Friday 
and “by two or three o'clocl, 
all the big factories had been 
notined by telephone calls.

jon,"

Mr Wood sald that almost all 
{he factorics were cO-

The power company could not 
Rive any quicker warning {o the 
factorics “because nobody knows 
when a boiler is going to break 
down,” he sald, 

As to the actual effect a ‘cut 
in power would have on the 
factories, Mr Wood sald, “It wilt 
be Just n matter of telling the 
particular shift not to come to 
work during the hours of the 
power cut.” 


The power company had no 
choice In selecting {he proper 
hours fora power cul, In 
the present case, China 
Light, had chosen the period 
from 6 pm to 10 pm because 
that was the peak of the day, 
when the load for the power 

. plant was heaviest. 


Mr Wood sald the company 
had ordered several boflers In 
good time, “It takes anywhere 
between six months and a year 
to crect a boller after the parts 
arrive," 

Mr Wood sald the company's 
frst spare plant should be ready 
for use by the end of the year, 
And the second boller should 
be ready just a fow months after 
the first.

Actuilly General Walnwright 
resisted attempts by Major- 
General Edward P, King to sur- 
render Bataan, Toland says, and 
General King sent emissaries to‘ 
the Japanese at his own {nittative 
after his subordinates told him 
the sltuation was hopeless, That 
was the beginning of the In- 
famous §5-mile death march of
